of $25,000 each, for the equipment and
mainteance of Oregon’s end of the
National Guard.

Both are nccessary and valuable
agencies of the state’s entourage and
indispensable to its growth, culture
and protection; both are inseparable
and highly-prized features of every
state government in the land and far
more liberally provided for every-
where than Oregon has ever yet seen
fit to endow them .

It is all very well to be careful of
the public funds in this day of ex-
travagance and graft, but legitimate
ends must be served with a liberality
that, at least, will not cripple them,
nor disparage them, at the crucial
moment of their highest faculty for
public service. “Watchdogs” have
been known to overdo the thing, time
and again, to the utter negation of the
real good for which they were put in
plance, or which they assumed to
guard: and we are inclined to think
the Oregon Grange is working its
stunt, in these two cases, to a degree
that will leave the State of Oregon
cheapened and discreditd if it is to
have its way with these appropria-
tions.
